S.R.O. 177.— In pursuance of clause (a) of Section 2 of the Government 
Premises (Eviction) Act, 1950 (XXVII of 1950), the Central Government 1* 
pleased to authorise the Postmaster-General, Bombay, and the Postmaster- 
General, Calcutta, to perform the functions of the competent authority under 
the said Act in respect of Government premises under the control of the Indian 
Posts and Telegraphs Department, in the Posts and Telegraphs Circles of 
Bombay and West Bengal, respectively. 

S.R.O. 178. — In exeroiso of the powers conferred by Section 10 of the Govern- 
ment Premises (Eviction) Act, 1950 (XXVII of I960), the Central Government 
is pleased to direct that the following amendment shall be made in the Gov- 
ernment Premises (Eviction) Rules, 1950, namely: — 

For sub-rule (1) of rule 0 of the said Rules, the iollowing sub-rule shall be

“(1) An appeal under Section 5 of the Act shall be addressed to the Secre- 
tary to ,the Government of India in the Ministry of Defence provided that where 
the appeal is against an order made by the Postmaster-Gonoral, Bombay or 
the Postinaster-General, Calcutta as the competent authority, the appeal shall 
be addressed to the Secretary to the Government of India in the Ministry of 
Communications. ’ ’ 

— In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 14 cf the 
Territorial Army Act, 1948 (LVI of 1948), tho Central Government is pleased 
to direct that the following amendments shall be mado in the Territorial Army 
Rules, 1948, namely: — 

In form II of Schedule I to the said Rules — (1) Eor the 'Eorm of Oath’ 
and the 'Form of Affirmation’ the following 'Form of Oath’ and ‘Form of 
Affirmation’ shall be substituted, namely: — 

FORM OF OATH 

I do swear in the name of God tha,t I will boar true faith 

and allegiance to the Constitution of Tndia as by law established and that I 
will, as in duty bound, honestly and faithfully serve in the Territorial Army of 
the Union of India and go wherever ordered by air, land or sea, and that I will 
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observe and obey all commands of the President of the Union of India and the 
commands of any officer set over me even to the peril of my life. 

POEM OF AFFIRMATION. 

I do solemnly affirm that I will bear true faith and allegiance 

to the Constitution of India as by law established and that T will, as in duty 
bound, honestly and faithfully serve in the Territorial Army of the Union of 
India and go wherever ordered by air, land or sea, and that I will observe avid 
obey all commands of any officer set over me even to the peril of my life, 

(2) The ‘Note’ shall be omitted,

Beotion 48- A of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (II of 1924), the Central Govern- 
ment is pleased to declare the area in the MKow Cantonment described in the 
Bohedule hereto annexed to be Bazar Area for the purposes of the said Act.
